The Singular Stery of Coalby 
Quissenberry, Jr, the Clark- 
County Hermit. 


His HOME IN THE WILDERNESS. 


Near the thriving little city of Wiochester, tn 
this State, lives the most singuiar specimen of 
the hermit to be founc, probabiy, anywhere in 
ali this country. His single log cabin, situng 
like “a ragged b: ggar,” about two bunored yards 
to the rigbiof the turopike fiom Winchester to 
Boonesborough, seidom fails to attract the eye 
Of the traveler in those parts. “Squat like a 
toad,”’ as if trying to burrow itself under groucd 
amd out of mortal sight, tis lew, flat roof, its 
dumpy, daubed, dirt chimney, its closely-barred 
single door snd elght-by-ten-inch. window, al! 
secm constructed with the special view of re 
pellipg the approach of man. Sbut up in this 
den, the movarch of ali he surveys, another, 
and tbis ‘ime a voluntary, Alexander Selkir«, 
dwelis the hermit-son of one of the weatbiest 
men in the nelghborhood—Coaloy Quissen- 
berry, Jr. 

The Quissenberry and the Bush connection is 
the most numerous in Clarke county. The latte: 
family are descendants of old Capt. Biliy Bush, 
who came to Kentucky with Daniel Boone, and 
who made such a judicious selection of wild 
yands that his poste: ity, generation after genera- 
tion, are content to tive and die witbin the limit: 
of “the Bush settiement.” Of this ancient and 
honorabie stock comes the genius of the whole 
flock—**Young Coalby,”’ as he is kKaown In that 
aeighbvorbood. 

Many years ago Coalby Quissenbery, Jr., drifted 
oul to Texas With the soung men who were 
seeking fortunes io that golden land. He was 
then gay, fond of ecmpany, and in every way 
companionabie. Buiin afew months he put ino 
ap appearanct, Very unexpectedly, at bome, 
gloomy, sullen end reticent. His antipathy to 
the female sex was 0 strong that he refused to 
speak io his mother, or to tolerate her, or any 
other woman io bis presence. He was developed 
intoatbcrough misauthrope, with a pecullar 
MabDla agaimst the female sex generally, bob 
brute and human. 

These facts tbe writer got from a frieni a few 
months ago,as he was riding by the hermit’s 
éabin, an@ being deeply impressed with the 
churacter of the singular subj ct, suggested tha 
we sbould ride by and tuterview the woman- 
bater. “First ascertain,” said he, “the sex of 
the animal youride. If it isa female, Quissen- 
berry would go tuto hysterics onthe discovery, 
He would burn tbe gate you rode through, ‘he 
tree you bitched te, and almost dig up and haul 
away the very soil you rode over in his in- 
closure.” 

Finding we were aback of one of the dis‘raa- 
Chised animals it was with considerable disap- 
polntment we were compelied to forego an inter- 
view. He had sought this most secluded spot of 
the family lands to build hiscabin. His hair and 
beard grow tn wild profusion: be makes his own 
garments, which hang looselyand awkwardly 
about bim, tills his own corn and potato- 
patch, grinds his meal on a hand-mill, dors his 
own cooking, washing, sewing, &c., and steuls 
out but once a month, at night,to garner up 
such things as he is Indebted to the outside world 
for, and beyond this will admit of ne intercourse 
with men. As to whether he conceived his arver- 
sion to “tbe sex”’ froma jilting he received in 
Texas, or elsewhere, be has never spoken.

everything,in fact, that is cursed with**the fem ile 
form divine,” throws bim fntoa a. state of 
frenzy.

Mrs. Wilcorson on Christ and His 
Aposties as Nothing bat First- 
Class Mediums. 


A CHALLENGE. 


In spite of wind and rain last night, the spirit- 
ualists were Out in respéctabtle force at iger 
Hall to hear the trance speaker, Mre, Wilecoxson, 
on Spiritual Philosophy. Among all the ridico- 
jous artifices for impressing men with the idea 
that the founders of @ new system of morals or 
religion is speaking by the card, that of gotog 
into the trance state !i*, perhaps, as successful as 
any. In every other business except that of play- 
ing the apostie it is esteemed safest to keep the * 
visuel organs well skinned for purposes of suc- 
cessful bumbuggery ; but when it comes to estab- 
lishing a great mora! system, ** going it blind’’ is 
thought to be the sure thing. 80 advancing to 
the fromt of the stage, and shutting both eyes, 
Mrs. Wilcoxson began. 

She thought we had a right to tovestigate and 
defire the ways and the works of God. Manhas 
always been begotten according to weli-known 
laws. Even the chiid Is taught to recognize the 
claims of that eciemce which teaches the laws of 
physiology. Priests, said Mrs, W., have impos d 
on men ea cenonical scripture In God’s name that 
they might bold men ia subjection. As to the 
divinity of Christ, she held that when we know 
a child is always begotten of two parents, 
after the well-known laws of physiol- 
ogy, it is impossible to prove that 
God ever departed trom tbose laws. If theolo- 
gians contend that there was evidence of the 
presetce of the Holy Ghost in the birth of the 
Nazarene, she could show that It was likewise 
present in the birth of John the Baptist and 
other aposties, She did not repudiate the di- 
vinity of Christ. There was the principle of a 
power in His nature which subordinated, and 
held in subjection, the physical man. And here 
the speaker went into a glowing description 
of the erend nature of the humbie Nazarene- 
I\Juminet'on—expansion—sublime pre-eminence 
—fairly planaciing in the clouds of higch-fiving 
rhetoric the snowy scalps of nictapbysigal met- 
apbors. Christ was pre-emiloently quickened 
and illuminated at birth. She accounted for his 
bigh ‘* Spiritual gifta”’ by the impression made 
on bis mind while yet uoborn. Both the mother 
of John apd ef Christ held communion with the 
angels. His prophecy impressed them,and itm- 
parted to their cbildreon their high spirtiual 
natures. The mo her believing all this—the 
great destiny of ter child, seryed to endow that 
child with the mo-t sublime pnaiure. A mother 
on the field of batile, during the period of ges- 
tation, lifted up by the ciailon notes of viciory 
in the battie-hour, would so tmpart the spirts of 
of. the occasion to her unborn chiid that a Na- 
poleon weuld be tbe result, Those men who 
have become pre-eminent can trace the fact to 
fortunate conditions of birth, in many instances. 
this branch of the subject tbe 
speaker agreed with Fowler's theoiy exactly. 
She accepted the Listory of Christ as written: 
but he never ciaimed to be a God—he was none. 
In shor’, her theory is ‘hat he was bu'.a @rs'-clags 
mt dium, highty endowed, like many of the pre:- 
ent day. Be.otten of angelic influences, he be- 
gan alan early age io confvund the doctors, But 
in his physical nature he was like other men. 
True, it is said he walked om water, and was 
obeyed by ihe winds, but to what extent histo- 
rians are silen'. His mother had to fiy with bim 
from Herod, like other children. He was Onally 
crucified like a mortal. **Wby not save bimself?”’ 
If he had been a very God, why was it bot veri- 
fled at these critical period-? Thenin wpat way 
did his divini'y seave bim? Hts wasa bigh-toned 
spiritual batvre, His *“m-sgnetic powers’’ healed 
toe sick; and in His clairvoyadt state could tell 
the Samaritan Womau’s history. These were alone 
spiriiucl gifte, and ciffered from others only ina 
higer @xercize of those aift«. He wasa wan of 
trutb, ph tamthropy, good-will, He sald to Als 
disciples, “I go to prepare « piace for gou.”’ 

{If He were so upright and truthful, He car- 
tainly possessed something more than mortal 
endowments to be able to go and preparea 
place, &c. According to the speaker’s character 
of Him, i is impossible He cculd bave deceived 
His followers, which Hé must have done, uniess 
He jndeea prepared a place for them. But these 
littie. discrepancies Mrs. W. did not stopto ex- 
piaip, 

Mrs. Wilcoxyson went on at considerable lengih 
in tbe trance state, uniil fnaliy her eyes few 
open with @ bang—like a steel-trap—when she 
took her seat. Mr. Spurrier followed, anavunc- 
ing @ seamce in tbe small ball of Weisiger for 
meXt Friday evening at 73g o'clock, and anvuther 
for the children on Saturday. 

Mrs, W. again rose, this time with both eyes 
Wide open, and Ore in them too, as not trusting 
to the tramce-state tor such serious business, to 
“go for” Dr. Stuart Robinson and the Ledger 
rey dPter of bis late sermon. The 24 chapter aad 
20: b verse Of Revelations had been applied to her, 
aud other ladies who speak in public on the 
stage, aud her modesty had been criticised. She 
very much doubted whe.her her critics had any 
modesty to spare; but as for being a Jezebel, 
why, she dered the doctor to meet ber in public 
debate, and she could tell some wholesome 
truths.

The most necessary pubite 
bulldinyws are ola, rat-burrowed, poorly and iIn- 
ad: quately designed for the re-pective purposes 
ior which they are used, except the House of 
Refuge and City Hospital. The Alms-hou-e, sit- 
uated in the lower end of the city, ts unfit for 
its present purpose. The lnomates have bu: little 
occupation on account of the smallness of the 
grounds, They are mostly idle—idiene«ss is an 
evil, They are within the city limits, and stray 
out and among thecitizens. They are not bene- 
fittea by begying srouno, as while so doing they 
indulge weir vicious habits. They are poor, 


mi-erabie beings, and should be maintained and 
gov+erne dina humane and proper manner. They 
sbould have suitable builaings and grounds; at- 
tached somewhere, three or four miies from the 
city, where they could, by their own exertions, 
mrke their support.

A Talk with Roessie. of the Arling- 


ORe 

Roersie, of the Arliogtor, is projecting a 
grand botel tor Cepitol Hul, in Washington, 
ard epoke zs tollows to a writer for Piatt & 
Townshend's new paper—the **Capital:”’ 

The best plan thet I have ever seen fora 
khoiel 18 tbat of the Grand tn Paris, which has 
a large cvurt-yard sn the center, ‘into which 
carrisges drive, teke up and put ‘down ladies 
aud children at the door of the elevator. 

The corridors ought to be high and wide, 
and the rooms buiit im suites, five, six, eight, 
or even ten rooms ina ret. to rent for from 
$250 or $300 up to $1,000 and even $5,000 
per wonth. There should be a large Dall. 
rogm, where the botel could give the great 
hops of the season, and a suite of ladies’ 
pariors cpeving into each other, where 
there would be a general promenadg after 
dimner. 

The best architect in the country to make 
a boiel is the New York man who designed 
Union Hall at Saratoga, which cost $650,-

Our hotel at Fort William Henry was 
planned by Bayden, of Worcester, Massucbu- 
setts, who is a man of bold conceptions, and 
with brains. Healo built Congress Hall at 
Saratoga, This jatter hotei cost $600,000, and

H. Hathorne, whois a Methodist, 
issuec bis bonds to the amount of $400,000, 
bearipg seven per cent. interest, which was 
taken up mainly right in the village of Sara- 
toga; and, although there were persons who 
decried the s — as sure not to pay, 
it was perfecily sure to pay from the start;

ities, might well wonder that this chance aus 
bot been seized Dy some one.

great ecale are amongst the best investments 
which capitalists can make in these times.
